To The Londonderry School Board: 


Londonderry is fortunate in having been able to retain most 
of its teachers for the past few years: The result is that school 
plans are being worked out on a permanent basis. 

During the present year a new and thoroughly up to date 
series of School Science text books has been introduced in all 
of the schools: These books combine instruction in history, 
current events and civics with the geography course thus pro- 
viding a means of studying the origin and development of our 
American Civilization. 

The most advanced schools in the United States are shaping 
their courses of study in this direction in the hope that pupils 
may become more intelligent with respect to future problems 
that face us as a nation. 

Music has been introduced in all schools and weekly in- 
struction and supervision is now given in each. 

This work seems to be fully appreciated and enjoyed by 
the pupils. 

Taken as a whole Londonderry’s nine schools are well stan- 
dardized and its teachers well qualified to meet the reasonable 
requirements of education as carried on in modern schools. 

Expenses have been kept within reasonable limits and yet 
hooks, supplies, and teaching have been ample and satisfactory 
as shown by results.
